SERVIA ADMITS 
STATE OF WAR 
WITH BULGARIA 


Announces Almost in the Same 
Breath Acceptance of Arbi- 
tration by Russia, 


FIGHTING ALONG ENTIRE

Correspondent at Saloniki de- 


scribes the Battle There As!

Belgrade, July 2.—‘We are at war 
with Bulgaria,” said the minisler of the 
interior, M. Protis, speaking in behalf 
of the government last night in’ the 
Skupshtina. 

“Instructions have been given to the 
Servian commander-in-chief,"  contin- 
ued the minister, “to be prepared and 
defend our entire line. Bulgaria has at- 
tacked us along the whole frontier.” 

Latest advices report the Servian 
troops advancing in the direction of 
Istip and Kobano. 

A cabinet meeling was held at the 
foreign office last night, at the coneln- 
sion of which if was announced that 
hostilities were proceeding energetic- 
ully aiong the whole line. 

Newspaper reports say that the Ser- 
vians captured 20 Bulgarian officers, 
58 non-commissioned officers and 70U 
men in the fighting on Monday. 

A sensational story is published to 
the effect that the Bulgarians at Guev- 
gheli treacherously killed the Servian 
Major Vasiteh, yesterday morning, af- 
ter he had been their guest in camp 
to celebrate the supposed acceptance of 
arbitration by both governments. 

The Servian parliament yesterday 
agreed to the acceptance of arbitration 
between Servia and Bulgaria, offered 
by the Emperor of Russia, and also to 
the proposed conference between the 
Balkan premiers at St. Petersburg. 


Situation is Puzzling. 

London, July 2.—The Balkan ‘situa- 
tion fs extremely puzzling. The Ser- 
Vian jovernment announces almost in 
the same breath the acceptance of Rus- 
sian arbitration and the existence of a 
slate of war, 


The despatches which arrived last 
night from Belgrade are of a most con- 
flicting character, Some state 
that fighting has ceased — since 
Monday; others that serious 
fighting continues and that the 
Servians have captured Istip and 
Krupisht with heavy Josses on both 
sides, <All the reports: must be re- 


garded with suspicion. The only tan- 
gible fact seems to be that there has 
been-no0 formal declaraiie; of svar nor 
interruption of diplomatic relations as 
yel. The powers continue worsing ac- 
tively lo avert war, which might be- 
fore long involve half of Europe. 

The ambassadorial conference met 
at Loudon yesterday to discuss the sit- 
uation, but arrived at no econelusion. 
Nothing is known concerning Rou- 
mania's attitude. A Bulgarian official 
statement has heen issued concerning 
the capture of Gueygheli, and the 
throwing back of Greek forees on the 
Struma river, 

Accusations of massacre and rapine, 
fo common during the last war, are 
again being spread broadcast, especial- 
ly by the Greeks, although according to 
official reports, the opposing — states 
have ordered their armies to remain on 
{ire defensive. All of the former allies 
are making warlike preparations and 
are organizing  lospital and medical 
services. 

Turkoy Gives Warning. 

A despatch from Rome says that 
Turkey bas notified Bulgaria that un- 
Jess she abandons her claim to a war 
indemnity Turkey will join with Ser- 
Vin and Greece in the event of hestili- 
ties.

POST OF MARKET 
STABLE REDUCED 


Expenditure not to Be so Great 
that Farmers Would Be 
Charged Too Much

United States Farmers Are 
Coming to This District 
to Homestead, 


For the season of the year, the past 
month has been an unusually busy one 
at the Dominion Land office, accordits 


fo the report for June, whieh was 
issued today. 

Following is the report: 

Homestead entries -granted, 5274 


homesteads purchased, 6; entries ean- 
eclled, 839; applications for ganee}ia- 
lion, £78; appliealion for pai ents re- 
commended, 208; letters received, 
5920: letters imailed, 9026. There js 
an increase 6f over 2,000 in the nun. 
ber of letters despatched by ‘the office 
during the past month, as comparoad 
with June 1942, 

- Referring to the larze number 
cancellations and applications for eay- 
cellation, Deputy. Land Agent Royal 
stated that such a state of affairs did 
not indicate that homesteaders were 
disgusted with the country, or that 
they failed to make good. In the ma- 
jority of cases, according to Mr. 
Royal, the fact that a homesteader ap- 
plies for cancellation is proof that ths 
country is even better than be had first 
believed. The average man taking up 
a homestead has not a great deal of 
money to spend in travelling round 
looking for the best location, and when 
he has discovered a fairly good home- 
stead, he generally files on it. After 
a couple of months, however, the new 
homesteader frequently finds that lie 
could have obtained even better land, 
with the result’ that before he has 
wasted much lime on his. first ‘loca- 
tion, he applies for cameella jon and 
files on a new site. 

According to Mr, Royal, more and 
more people are localing homesteads 
around Edmonton every day, the fact 
that ag lime advances, homesteaders 
have to go further from the present 
centres of industry in no way detracting 
from the numbers of people who are 
only too glad to obtain’ good land for 
nothing. The greatest — confidences 
prevails, Mr, Royal stated, among new 
homesteaders thal, even although they 
may have to go some considerable dis- 
tance from a city, a town will spring 
up Just as soon as the district! has been 
settled, 

Referring to the ‘tide of immigration 
from the United States, Mr. Royal 
stated that the Edmonton. district was 
steadily increasing in pepularity with 
intending homesteaders from the east 
Today, an juteresting partly visited the 
land office, and filed on four horme- 
steads in the Stony Plains district. 
Mrs. Gumblin, a widow from Towa, was 
the moving spirit in the party, and sha 
was accompanied by her ‘two sons anil 
davo nephews, all experienced farmers 
from the United States, 

The customs returns for the pat 
month show an increase of $48,106.59, 
as compared with the same period a 
year ago. The receipts for June 1913

COURTROOM IS CROWDED 
WITH THE FASHIONABLE 


Women Are Content to Stand 
on One Leg on a step or re- 
main in the Farthest Corner 
to Witness the Scene, 


London, July 2.—Many of the fair 
sex besieged the doors of the probate 
court in the expectation that Lady 
Sackyille would give ovidence in the 
famous case of Sir John Murray Scott's 
will. Fashionably dressed women, who 
came down the Strand in splendid 
equipages, were content to stand on 
one leg on the edge of a step or in the 
furthest corner in order to get-a 
glimpse of the scene. The space for 
friends of the parties was crowded to 
the doors with Bond street fashions. 
The.public gallery was crafimed, Dur- 
ing the reading of the farewell letters 
from Sir John Seott to Lady Sackville, 
in which he twice repeated that he 
enjoyed having som@sne in whom he 
could confide his fine things, Lady 
Sackville was overcome with emotlon. 

Very Handsome Woman. 

There was great excitement as Lady 
Sackville Went {nto the box. She ts 
An unusually handsome woman, uo 
longer youtfiful, but appearing to be 
scarcely of middle age, although her 
daughter is now a young woman. 

She svoke with the pretty accent of 
a French woman, as if Englist: were her 
adopted tongue. 

Lady Sackyille and her family yes- 
terday entered a general denial of the 
allazations made by the relatives of the 
late Sir John Murray Scott that they 
had influenced Sir John to leave 10 
them the bulk of his fortune of $5,- 
000,000, or that Lady Sackville had 
allonated him from his family.

against the Sackyilles. 

The Judge, however, declared that 
the case must go to the Jury. 
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THE COMING AVALANCHE 
OF TRADE IN THE WEST 

From the grain market reports it Is‘a pretty difficult thing at this particular time of 
year to gather much information as to how the crop is coming on. ‘his is the season when 
the chinch bug, the ball wevil, the drought, the flood, the moth and every kind of an ail- 
ment which can be spelled on the ticker gets into the wheat reports; also at the same time 
it is the season when the rain comes exactly right, when crops supposed to have been 
drowned out are suddenly discovered to be doing nicely, and when everything indicates the 
greatest production of record. Which of the stories appeals to the individual generally de- 
pends upon how much, and on what side, he has his money bucketed. Either way he will 
find enough chills and thrills and exultation, and tremors in the market wire ‘‘dope” to com- 
pensate him for some of his loss even when he guesses wrong. 

From the government reports, however, althcugh considerably later than the market 
wire in coming {o conclusions, one may gather in a general way what the prospects are, and 
this year there is a noticeable optimism about the government reports which cannot be in- 
terpreted otherwise than that the bulletin-makers are thoroughly convinced that a great crop 
is to he reaped, a crop which in general average per acre will probably equal the best ever cut 
in the west. Practically speaking, the only unsatisfactory feature so far noted in the crop 
reports is.a slight lateness in some parts, Manitoba particularly, caused by lack of moisture 
early in the season, but, with the abundant rainfalls of the last , ten days, this lateness may yet 
be overcome should the weather this month prove warm and, even though not overcome, 
may not prove injurious if the frost is late. 

Added to this good prospect there is a substantial increase in the crop areas. For the 
three provinces of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, the total wheat area is estimated at 
9,014,800 acres, as compared with 8,961,800 acres last year; that of oats at 5,207,700 acres 
compared with 4,913,900 acres, and that of harley at 852,600 acres, compared ‘with 
809,800 acres, these differences representing increases of 52,000 acres for wheat, 293,900 
acres for oats and 42,800 acres for barley, or 388,600 acres more land under crop in the three 
provinces this year than last. 


To make the outlook even better, the Alberta reports show that the mixed farming 
business in this province is progressing as never before, and the percentage of prosperity left 
to chance and the caprices of the weather is thereby made less than in any previous time in 
the country’s history. Most especially in the south country is this change marked, where the 
Lethoridge board of trade, the Exhibition board and similar associations in that and other 
centres in the south have finally arisen to the necessities of diversified farming and are help- 
ing to import high-grade live stock until now it is reports of sales of pure breds imported by 
boards of trdde to improve the dairy herds which constitute the agricultural items from this 
part of Alberta, rather than prizes offered for fields of standing grain as in 
previous years. In the central and more northerly parts of the province diversified 
farming has always been the rule, and the chances taken have always been consequently less 
from Red Deer north. 

Looked at from any angle, the results of this year’s farming operations in the west 
are due to bring an enormous return of cash into the ccuntry, aggregating a total which 
will far eclipse anything ever recorded before and which will probably  consti- 
tute the largest average return ever distributed to any farming community in the 
world. When ‘it is taken into consideration that even the very worst _ that 
could happen now could scarcely bring the value of the wheat crop alone below one hundred 
million dellars, and that with only fair, average weather, it will probably run one hundred and 
fifty milion dollars, while the best of weather might put it over tvo hundred millions of 
dollars, and when it is considered that this is for one item alone, taking no count of the oats, 
barley and flax, nor of the returns to the country through the produce and wool markets, 
some idea of the enormous wealth which is to be added to Western Canada as a reward for 
the crop now maturing may be gathered. ; 

In the face of these certainties, the man who can regard the immediate future of the 
wes! wilh anything like pessimism is merely condemning himself to failure, penury and 
woe. All the financial stringencies and stock market panics in the world cannot restrain a 
country of such enormous productivity. The stock gamblers may have their flurries and 
Europe’s six-township empires their wars, but they al! must eat, and before the snow flies 
again the whole world will be dumping new money into Western Canada in return for the|’ 
necessities of life.

Summary of Polnts. 

Mr. Stanton covered the ground from 
his standpoint as follows: 

“As my knowledge of your various 
water schemes is limited, I don't want 
to go into details, and will only deal 
with the question from the standpoint 
of fire protection. 

“As IT understand the Rabbit Hills’ 
schome, it is to pump the avater up to 
a hill where it will flow back to the clty 
and give a pressure of about 
pounds. ‘Nhe only thing such a scheme 
has to recommend it is that it removes 
the intake away from the possibility of 
contamination. ‘The pressure is muolt 
too low for fire purposes without using 
booster pumps. 

'“T believe the Beaver Hills scheme 
is to pump the water from the present 
pumping station up to Beaver Hills 
from which point #t will flow back giv- 
Ing a pressure of 70 pounds, That 
would bo betler tthan 20 pounds for 
ordinary fire fighting purposes, but in 
case of an extraordinary fire it would 
still be necessary to use the pumps, 

“Ags far as I oan see the best schema 
Would be to pump direct from where 
you are. This would be moro satis- 
factory as it would save all the friction 
losses of pumping both ways. 

“T don't think there is much danger 
of polution at your present intake, If 
you should have ‘trouble when the city 
grows larger you could easily resort 
to the sterellzation the same as they do 
in many ‘other Jarge cites. 

“If you pump from the present plant 
and increase your pumping’ icapacity, 
you can ‘then increase the — pressure 
When required for fire protection and 
at the same time make provision for 
cleaning the pumps, or In ease of a 
breakdown not be affected.” 

Alderman Livingstone asked = Mr. 
Stanton what would be necessary in 
order to remove the present surcharge.

KOREANS ON TRIAL AGAIN. 


Tai Ku, Korea, July 2.—The new 
trial of the six Koreans, sharged with 
tho allegel assassination of Governor- 
General Count Terauchi, opened in the 
court of appeals yesterday. Friends of 
the accused and-seyeral Amerioan mis- 
slonaries were present. The supreme 
court at Seoul on May 24 nullified the 
deoision of the appeals court, sentanc- 
ing six prominent Koreans to varying 
terms of imprisonment, and ordered a 
re-examination of the case by the Tai 
Ku court of appeals,

He Would Add a Fourth, and| 
the Duties. of the Mayor 
Would 
Things in a General Way, 


Since the paying blunder was placed | 
on the elty commissioners, Alderman 
Livingstone has been working on a plan 
of reorganization, He has. finally 
reached the conclusion that the duties 
of the commissioners should be divided, 
and that an additional” commissioner 
should be appointed. | 

Alderman Livingstone is prepared 
cither to move or give notice of motion 
at tonight's meeting that the board of 
commissioners be reorganized 4nd con- 
sists of the mayor as chairman of the, 
board, a commissioner of finance, a 
commissioner. of utilities, a commis- 
sioner of publio works, and a commils- 
sioner of administration. 

This is the sulution of the errors, dis- 
satisfaction, friction and all. other Ills 
from. which ‘the. city's administration 
has been suffering, according to Alder- 
man Livingstone.” If he be successful 
in getting his motion through council 
and it works!’ out well, then Alderman 
Livingstone would be’ willing to zo a 
step further and abolish the city coun- 
oll. : ; 

This arrangement would: make one 
commissioner responsible for one par- 
ticular branch of the city’s affairs, The 
mayor would be the connecting link be- 
tween the legislative and the adminis- 
trative bodies of the civic government, 

Duties of the Mayor. 

According to Alderman Livingstone’s 
plan the mayor would ® only keep in 
touch with all civic work in 4@ general 
way.” He would not vote at-the com- 
missioners’ meeting unless in’ case of 
a tla. 

The new plan would specify that 
the commissioner of finance should be 
responsible for the treasury depart- 
ment of the city, He would be ex- 
pected to keep in‘ touch with the money 
markets of the» world and be respon- 
sible for the sale of all the city deben- 
tures. : 

Alderman “Livingstone believes that 
there should-be someone to advise as 
to the best time to put debentures on 
the market, and thus avoid the ‘hit and 
miss’ system that. has been in vogue 
during the past.years. 

That all. commissioners should not 
receive the samesalary is another of 
the big changes suggested by Alderman 
Livingstone, He thinks, for instance, } 
that if a good finance commissioner is 
secured it might be necessary for the 
city to pay him a salary of 810,000 a 
year. The other commissioners would 
be paid according to thelr abilities, 

The public — utilities commissioner 
would have duties similar to those of 
the general manager of a company run- 
ing a public service: corporation, said 
Alderman Livingstone, He would have 
in his department and be responsible 
for the success of the street railway, 
telephone, waterworks, electric light 
and other public service. departments. 

Dutlos of Commissioners. 

Next fn Hine would be a commissioner 
of. public works, Ne would ‘have 
charge of all the construction Work in 
the city. He would: be directly re- 
sponsible for ali buildings, paving and 
water and sewer construction, 

If anything goes wrong in connection 
with the work of the city, being per- 
formed by contractors, he would be 
the man to look after such matters, 
according to Alderman” Livingstonce's 
plan, ‘ 

The fourth commissioner In the new 
scheme would have charge of the ad- 


ministration, The general onganization 
of the central department would also 
ba regulated by the commissioner of 
administration. Ha would be. directly 
responsible for the efficiency of the 
pollo and fire departments, the offices 
of the assessor and the city clerk as 
well as the offices of the various com- 
missioners, :
